Report of Water Commissioners 


One new service pipe has been added to the system during 
the year. 

A small belt-driven pump has been installed at the pumping 
station for the purpose of keeping the cellar free from water. 
This condition caused considerable trouble in the Spring and 
early Summer of last year. 

Late in July, 1915, samples of water submitted showed some 
evidence of surface contamination, doubtless due in some 
degree to the abnormally heavy rainfall occurring during July, 
1915, as this had a tendency to carry a great amount of dirt 
and other-waste matter to the vicinity of the wells. 

Upon the advice of Mr. Chas. D. Howard, the chemist of the 
State Board of Health, we installed a temporary apparatus 
at the pumping station for the application of the hypochlorite | 
treatment and its use has since proven that it has done its 
work well, as subsequent tests have shown the water to be 
almost sterile. ; 

We are of the opinion that some action should be taken at 
an early date on the question of a better disposition of our 

sewage in the central portion of the village, as the present 
methods of disposition (especially large cesspools dug in 
porous soil) are obviously quite open to objection on account 
of the liability of extensive contamination of our source of 
supply under existing conditions. 

We believe that proper attention to this question may be 
the means of avoiding serious difficulties in the future.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and the Citizens of Raymond, N. H.: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my third annual 
report and the ninth in the series of reports of the district 
superintendents. _ . 

The past year has witnessed many and important changes 
in school organization and administration. Some of the 
recommendations made in last year’s report have been put 
into effect in the original or in modified form. Some steps 
of progress are,—the slow but certain improvement in the 
quality of scholarship, the gradual extension of the work in 
music, drawing, sewing, manual training, the equipment of 
the several teachers’ desks with the best texts to assist in 
the presentation of the English language, physiology, nature 
study, and history, the work performed by the teachers 
in more completely fulfilling the course in nature study as 
outlined in the state programme, the stress laid upon an 
accurate knowledge of the common business forms and of 
social and business correspondence, greater attention and 
more time given to the subject of reading, the beginning made 
in the lower grades in the use of rhythmic exercises and drills, 
and the improvement made in number work, especially in 
the earlier grades. The most important advances made 
have been the utilizing of the town hall for school purposes 
after extensive alterations and thorough renovation, the ex- 
tension of the high school curricula to two years’ work, in- 
volving the addition of another teacher to our staff, and 
the removal in January of the fifth grade to the town hall, 
leaving the fourth and the third grades in the Pecker Inter- 
mediate room. | 

The general recognition by the citizens that more rooms 
for school work and better and more sanitary conditions 
were necessary, if the manifest needs of the pupils were to 
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be satisfactorily met and greater opportunities were to be 
afforded them, resulted in the remodeled and renovated 
town hall, where modern heating, lighting, ventilating and 
other appointments will make school life healthier, more 
cheerful and wholesome, more effective and more inspiring 
than heretofore. This intelligent and prudent action of 
the town will go far to make possible the gradual develop- 
ment of our high school from an approved high school of- 
fering two years’ work to one offering the full four years’ 
work and preparing its pupils for admission to all the col- 
leges and higher institutions. 

At the commencement of the fall term a second year was 
added to the high school courses. Two curricula drawn up 
by the superintendent were adopted by the local School 
Board and were formally approved by the Department of 
Public Instruction of the State of New Hampshire. These 
courses follow for your inspection and reference:

A third course — Domestic Arts— was not offered but 
deferred until fall, when the additional rooms in the Town 
Hall would be available, and the pupils of the present eighth 
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grade will have completed more satisfactorily the sewing of 
the elementary course and be more competent to take up the 
secondary work of the first year, which calls for dressmaking 
from the design standpoint and for embroidery, as well as a 
year’s work in cooking, based on secondary principles. The 
sewing course includes machine sewing, drafting and design- 
ing of patterns, the fitting and the hanging of garments, the 
study of textile fabrics, of hygiene in its relation to the wear- 
ing apparel, of line and color adaptations, of the suitability 
of apparel in its relation to use and income, and the computa- 
tion of costs. 

Once more attention is called to our rather unenviable 
record of tardinesses. A glance at the table printed elsewhere 
in this report will show that a reduction has been made from 
682 cases for year 1913-1914 to 543 cases for the year 1914-1915. 
Tardiness is covered by the State Attendance Law, and per- 
sistence after warning by the truant officer can be met with 
the same penalty (ten dollars for the first offense and twenty 
for every subsequent offense) as illegal absence. The respon- 
sibility rests upon the parent first and upon the School Board 
second, to see that the child is in attendance all the time that 
schools are in session, unless actually compelled by illness to 
remain at home and even in that case the School Board is 
legally the only authority that can decide whether illness exists. 

The percentage of attendance of the year 1914-1915 shows 
a gain of 2.82 per cent. over that of the year previous. There 
is no good reason why the per cent. of attendance should not 
be as high as 96. 

At the end of the last school year Miss Della Baker, after 
several years and Miss Edith Atwood, after one year, of faith- 
ful and efficient service in our schools, resigned to accept 
positions in Massachusetts and Miss Nellie Prescott, who had 
given the town her conscientious effort and painstaking labor 
for a considerable period of time, withdrew from the corps of 
teachers. ! 

In September the schools opened with only two of last year’s 
staff, but with six new teachers in charge. 
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The members of the present teaching staff, with their posi- 
tion and training, are: 

Miss Abby R. Field, Principal of High School, Tufts Col- 
lege, 1913. 

Miss Alberta M. McQuesten, Assistant in High School and 
Teacher of Seventh and Eighth Grades, Lowell Normal School,

Miss Mildred de Moulpied, Third and Fourth Grades, 
Lowell Normal School, 1913. 

Miss Helen W. Marr, First and Second Grades, Salem 
Normal School, 1915. 

Miss Marion Nickerson, Freetown School, Fitchburg Normal 
School, 1915. 

- Miss Harriett O. Healey, Gove School, Pinkerton Academy. 

Miss Rowena Woodward, Gile School, Salem Normal 
School, 1915. 

Within the year two important ne pan were passed by the 
School Board. All children between the ages of six and eight, 
who have never attended school and cannot read, must if their 
parents wish them to enter upon school duties, register at the 
beginning of the fall term, otherwise they cannot attend 
until the September of the following year. 

To relieve the primary grades of the presence of immature 
children, the entrance to the first grade of children who have 
never attended school is restricted to those who have reached 
the age of six in September, or will reach that age before the 
first day of January of the following year. 

Last year a large number of the pupils planted and culti- 
vated home gardens. In several of the school rooms window 
boxes were used for purposes of instruction to supplement the 
work done at home. While the interest is not great, it is 
slowly growing and much is to hoped for in this direction. 
Plans are in hand. to extend this work and to correlate it more 
closely with the nature study course and the fundamental 
branches. Possibly a fair in the fall, with an award of prizes 
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for excellence of products of agriculture, sewing, cooking and 
manual training, would give the right incentive to this ex- 
tremely important phase of educational work. 

To improve the quality and to create an interest in spelling 
a plan has been formed to hold the pupils responsible for not 
only the words of a single lesson, but for all they may have had. 
Frequent reviews to insure efficiency have been given. A 
record of all words assigned for the year past has been kept by 
the teachers. The words misspelled by the pupils in their 
wirtten work in other studies form the basis of the spelling 
assignments. At the end of the year these lists will be collected, 
the words re-arranged, and a Raymond speller compiled, con- 
sisting principally of words which belong to the vocabularies 
of the pupils themselves. 

Improvement in penmanship in some of the schools has 
been shown. Some of the students are working to secure the 
diplomas given by the A. N. Palmer Co. for skill in hand- 
writing. 

The attention of the citizens is called to the attendance 
statistics and the long roll of honor, especially to the results 
of the speed and accuracy tests in arithmetic held last spring 
term in all the schools in this Supervisory Union of four towns. 

No more highly important or better advised action can be 
recommended than the further extension of the present 
high school course so as to embrace a third year of work 
and the equipment of the school to meet the requirements 
of the State Department of Education, and_to secure its 
approval. Such action is feasible and I respectfully urge 
that it be taken. | 

At present we have a large number of pupils who bring 
their lunches to school. After the new high school course 
in Domestic Arts has been put into effect a lunch counter 
can be set up in the town hall and warm luncheon served 
at a nominal cost. A large number of towns have worked 
out this idea and have found it an excellent method for adding 
to the comfort of many pupils and for promoting good health. 
Besides the lunch counter may be made self supporting. © 
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Appreciating fully how much is due to the teachers for 
their endeavors to carry out my plans, to the members of 
the Board for their intelligent counsel and their loyal and 
enthusiastic co-operation, and to the citizens for their courte- 
ous treatment and their continued confidence in me and 
my aims, I desire here to gratefully acknowledge the debt.

To the Citizens of Raymond: 


Your School Board submits herewith the following report: 

Our earnest endeavor the past year has been to furnish the 
children of Raymond with good schools. 

The result of our work possibly is not apparent to-day, but 
we are building for the future. The thought and care we are 
giving to the question of our Public Schools should produce 
lasting results and will be appreciated by all in a year or two. 

The course of studies as outlined by the State Department 
is our standard. By following this standard, which is the 
result of the investigation and experience of the best educators 
in the country, we are absolutely certain to have excellent 
schools. No greater fame could come to Raymond than to be 
quoted as having first class schools. 

We have been able to have the first and second year High 
School course approved, which means that the Town of Ray- 
mond does not have to pay the tuition of pupils taking these 
two years in other schools. The third year of High School 
can be approved for the start of the school year in September, 
1916.

_you something tangible for your money. In September, 1917, 
the fourth year of High School can be approved without doubt.

There are several features to which we wish to call your 
attention. 

The total cost of improvements, including grading, seats, etc. 
was about $7,500.00 | 

Contract was put up to bid. We were fortunate that the 
contract was awarded to local contractor. 

Work was under Architect, who was approved by the State 
Department. 

Every cent of the cost of repairs was approved and certified 
to by five individuals. , 

These repairs made with greater care and investigation 
than we would require on work of our own, all because it was 
the money of the tax-payers of Raymond that we were spend- 
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ing, and we have tried, to the best of our ability, to give you 
one hundred cents worth of value for every dollar. 

Bonds of $50 denomination are to be issued in June to cover _ 
the cost of these repairs. At the Annual School Meeting, it 
will be decided how many of these bonds to retire each year. 

We would suggest that ten bonds amounting to $500 should 
be paid off each year. This will in time wipe out the debt 
and this amount will not make any appreciable differences 
in your taxes.
